SCHEDULE. 


Protocol concerning the Jurisdiction applicable in the Kingdom of Siam to British 
Subjects and annexed to the Treaty, dated the 10th March, 1909. 

Section 1. International Courts shall be established at such places as)'may soem desirable 
in the interests of the good administration of Justice; the selection of these places shall 
form the subject of an understanding between the British Minister at Bangkok and the 
Siamese Minister for Foreign Affairs. 

Section 2. The jurisdiction of the International Courts shall extend— 


1, In civil matters: To all civil and commercial rafters to which British Subjects shall 
be pagtie’. 

2>In penal matters: ‘To breaches of law of every kind whether committed by British 
Subjects or to their injury. 

Section 3. ‘The right of evocation in the International Courts shall be exercised in accord- 
anco with the provisions of Article 8 of the Treaty of the 3rd September, 1883, 

‘Phe right of evocation shall cease to be exercised in all matters coming within the scope 
of codes or laws regularly promulgated as soon as the text of such codes or laws shall have 


been corumunicated to the ‘British Legation in Bangkok. There shall be an understandin, 
botween the Ministry for Foreign Affairs and the British Legation at Bangkok for the divped 


of cases pending at the time that the said codes and laws are communicated. 

Section 4. In all cases, whether in the International Courts or in the ordinary Siamese 
Courts in which a British Subject is defendant or accused, a European legal adviser shall sit 
in the Court of First Instance. 

In cases in which a British-born or naturalized Subject not of Asiatic descent may be a 
party, a Horopean adviser shall sit asa Judge in the Court of First Instance, and where such 
British Subject is defendant or accused the opinion of the adviser shall prevail. 

A British Subject who is in the position of defendant or aveused in any ouse arising in the 
provinces may apply for a change of venuo, and should the Court consider such change desir 
able, the trial shall take place either at Bangkok or before the Judge in whose Court the case 
would be tried at Bangkok. Notice of any such application shall be given to the British Con- 
sular Officer. 

Section 5, Article 9 of the Treaty of the 3rd September, 1883, is repealed. 

Appeals against the decisions of the International Courts of First Instance shall be 
aieeiby the Siamese Court of Appeal at Bangkok. Notice of all such appeals shall be com- 
munieated to His Britannic Majesty's Consal, who shall have the right to give a written 
opinion upon the ease to be annexed to the record. 

‘The judgment on appeal frim either the International Courts or the ordinary Siamese 
Courts shall bear the signature of two Huropean Judges. 3 

Section 6. An appeal on a question of law shall lie from the Court of Appeal at Bangkok 
to the Supreme or Dika Court. 

Section 7. No plea of want of jurisdiction based on the rules prescribed by the nt 
‘Treaty shall be advanced in any Court after a defence on the main issue has been cftereds. 

Section 8. In order to prevent difficulties which may arise in future from the transfer of 
jurisdiction contemplated by the present Treaty and Protocol, it is agreed— 

(a) All cases in which action shall be taken subsequently to the date of the ratification 
_ of this Treaty shall be entered decided in the competent Inter- 
national or Siamese Court, whether the cause of action arose before or after the

Khan, Naib ildar, Jandola, t> the 3rd class of the Civil Division of the Indian Order of 
Merit for conspicuous bravery displayed by them in roanding up the notorious Bhitanni outlaw, 
Karair, on the 26th June 19]., Karair had carried off a girl from the village of Jafran in 
Taak Tahsil, but she was recovered theoagh pressure being brought upon the tribe. In pursu- 
ance of an attempt to carry her off again he had taken up a position with another Bhitanni, 
both armed, close to the village on the morning in question when 8. Moghal Baz Khan, Extra 
‘Assistant Commissioner, Tank, arrived at Jafran in the course of his ordinary duties. Suspect- 
ing their identity and iotentions, Moghal Baz Khan at once proceeded to where the outlaw 
and his companion was accompanied by four or live others, and when the two Bhitannis 
started to run away, he rode off in pursuit though he was himself unarmed. One of those 
with him fired, but without effect, at the outlaws, why returned the fire as they fled, wh'le the 
Sha: Alam Chigha who had been warned turned out and tried to cut them off. The desultory 
firing which ensued attracted the Naib Tahsildar, Jandola, Muhammad Nawaz Khan, who, 
with the Circle Inspector of Police, was returning from Mullazai, and when the pursuit had 
been carried across the plain a shot, probably fired by, Nawaz Khan, killed Karair, though 
his companion managed to escape.- Sardar Moghal Baz Khun acted with great bravery and 
judgmedt, and but for his prompt action it is improbable that this notorious outlaw would have 
as ‘accounted for, ‘The effective asvistance afforded him by the Naib Tahsildar is also 
deserving of the highest praise.
